Board Wants 


Merrimack 


Rated “B” 


The Selectmen voted Monday to 
recommend to the Department of 
Natural Resources that it classify 
the Merrimack as a ‘‘B’’ river, 
setting standards for its purifica- 
tion that would eventually make the 
river suitable for swimming, boat- 
ing, fishing and drinking with a 
minimum of chemical treatment, 

The board authorized Manager 
Richard Bowen to express its views 
at a public hearing to be held in 
Lowell April 4, preparatory to 
classification of the heavily pol- 
luted stream, Once the standards 
are set, the communities along the 
river will be required to build 
treatment facilities to purify 
sewage being released into the 
river in a manner that will bring 
the water to the level of purity set 
as a goal, State and Federal funds 
are available to help support such 
projects, 

Selectman Sidney P, White 
favored shooting for an ‘‘A’’ clas- 
sification which Bowen said would 
improve the Merrimack to the 
quality of Haggett’s Pond, An= 
dover’s natural reservoir, The 
manager said he felt this degree 
of purification would be almost 
impossible to attain, 

What the board finally voted, 
upon the motion of William Stewart, 
was that Andover recommend 
**nothing less than a B classifica- 
tion’? be established for the Mer= 
rimack, 

During the discussion Manager 
Bowen said it would only be five 
or ten years before Andover would 
have to turn to the Merrimack for 
drinking water, and he said he feels 
five years is nearer toanaccurate

Andover may have to stand alone, but she will stand 
for the right when Town Manager Richard Bowen relays 
to the Department of Natural Resources next week the 
news that this community wants the purification standards 
for the Merrimack set high —just one rung from perfection. 

The State will conduct a hearing in Lowell on April 4 
to hear testimony from those representing municipalities 
and others concerned with plans for regulation of pollu- 
tion along that portion of the Merrimack that flows between 
Lowell and Lawrence. Following a string of such hearings 
up and down the Commonwealth, the Department will set 
fixed goals for decontamination of a long list of streams 
and establish a schedule that will goad government and 
industries into anti-pollution action. 

The word is being circulated, however, unofficially that 
the State has already decided that the Merrimack shall be 
a ‘‘C”’ river — suitable for boating, pure enough to support 
some fish life and safe enough to drink with a level of 
chemical treatment that will produce a more palatable 
beverage than Lawrence now consumes. 

But Andover Selectmen and the manager were unanimous 
in their agreement Monday that this is not good enough, 
that the State should reach higher and demand more. 

It will be called an unrealistic and impractical view, 
but it is in fact a decision that takes into consideration 
the frailties of man. 

It sounds good now to talk of settling for ‘‘C’’ and then 
agreeing to finance later the further improvements it would 
take to create a river that will support life as abundantly 
as it once did and at the same time provide unlimited 
opportunities for recreation in a natural and exciting 
atmosphere. But to believe that this would happen within 
any measurable span of time is truly unrealistic. Once a 
limited goal is set and the river becomes fit to live with, 
it will be a great deal more difficult to persuade both 
politicians and taxpayers that still another goal is neces- 
sary. 

The standard the Selectmen would set is an idealistic 
one, and a more costly one to achieve than the com- 
promise being discussed. This cannot be denied. 

But mankind is threatened by the sort of neglect that 
has created the Merrimacks of this country and now that 
we know it, it is imperative we restore the gifts of nature 


to as nearly a perfect state as is humanly feasible. 

The Merrimack has been good to the people of this 
valley, driving wheels that helped to industrialize the 
United States and build an economy to feed the largest, 
most prosperous middle class in the history of civiliza- 
tion. 

But in the process, she has been despoiled and now 
someone must speak in her defense, as the conscience 
of the Merrimack Valley. It is an appropriate role for 
Andover, among the towns that supplied a rib for creation 
of what has spread to become the Greater Lawrence in- 
dustrial complex. 


Think A Minute 


Before Andover is too deeply involved with another 
municipal year, it should express its appreciation to the 
countless citizens of this community who have worked 
over the past year on various boards and committees. 

For twelve months these people have acted on behalf 
of the public, assuming responsibilities that the majority 
avoids with determination. 

It is true that not all who serve, serve unselfishly or 
well. But that cannot diminish the fact that most who 
give time to municipal affairs do so out of a genuine 
concern for the community. 


It is possible to disagree sometimes — and the TOWNS- 
MA™ S:equently does — with the views of town officials 
and board members, and with the results of their activity, 
and at the same time applaud their willingness to serve 
and their diligence. 

We recommend to the townspeople that they give thought 
at least once a year to the countless times they read of 
meetings, particularly those involving the Selectmen, the 
School Committee, the Planning and Zoning Appeals 
Boards the Finance Committee and the school building 
committee, and then thank their lucky stars that there are 
men and women who will commit themselves to public 
service.

ters urged the board to favor 
reorganization of the state welfare 
set up and he received support 
from Selectman Roger Collins and 
Town Manager Richard Bowen, 
both of whom pointed out that the 
State now dictates most policies 
and establishes salaries for wel= 
fare operations, 

Both Selectman William Stewart 
and Sidney P, White questioned 
the desirability of surrendering 
the ‘little’? control the town still 
has, White requested that the 
board delay comment on the Senate 
bill until he could have time to 
read the proposed legislation, 

From here the board went into 
discussion of the local job opening 
for a welfare director, available 
since last October when the State 
Civil Service Commission ruled 
that Stephen D, Bull, a retired 
Air Force officer, was not quali- 
fied for the job, Bull had already 
been hired and had to be released, 

Selectman White asked why the 
job was still open, 

Bowen said he was waiting until 
Civil Service supplies him with 
the usual list of three qualified 
applicants and he added that the 
only list supplied so far shows 
just one name, 

Selectman Stewart wanted to 
know if Bowen couldn’t choose 
from a list of one to which the 
manager said that he is exercising 
his right to select from a field of 
three, 

Stewart asked ifthe manager has 
some objection to the person listed 
as qualified and Bowen replied that 
the person now certified may prove 
ultimately to be the best applicant 
but that he is not in a position to 
evaluate the candidate because he 
has no field of applicants to con= 
sider, 

Though names were not men-= 
tioned, the conservation referred 
to Miss Irene McCarthy, now a 
social worker in the welfare de- 
partment, 

Effective July 1, State law will 
require that applicants for social 
work and director’s jobs in wel- 
fare department’s have bachelor’s 
or master’s degrees in the field, 
Miss McCarthy has qualified as 
an applicant for a director’s post, 
however, by passing an examina- 
tion given under a ‘“‘grandfather 
clause,’’ She will not be eligible 
for such an advancement after 
Tuly 1, 

Manager Bowen told the Select= 
men that since his run-in with Civil 
Service over a man as **qualified’’ 
as Stephen Bull, he has been 
‘dotting every ‘I’ and crossing 
every ‘T’’’ in his dealings with the 
state agency, 

He said if Civil Service can tell 
him that a man with a master’s 
degree is not qualified for the local 
welfare post, he cannot understand 


how it can now tell him that a 


candidate without such background 
is qualified, Bull has a master’s
